I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  public 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1966 0 

The  general  state  of  health  in  the  Borough  was  satisfactory 
and  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low9  the  only  exception 
was  measles,  a  mild  epidemic  of  which  has  caused  300  cases  to  be 
notified  during  the  year0  There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis, 
diphtheria ,  smallpox  or  typhoid  fever  not  if  led  <,  The  immunisation 
campaign  against  poliomyelitis  ,  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
continues  at  the  infant  welfare  centres  and  remains  an  important 
measure  in  controlling  these  diseases*  To  date  about  15 9 000  persons 
in  the  town  have  had  a  primary  course  of  immunisation  against 
poliomyelitis  and  for  the  last  few  years  not  a  single  case  of 
poliomyelitis  has  been  reported 0  % 

The  maternal  mortality  was  again  nil,  this  being  the  ninth 
successive  year  in  which  no  death  occurred  in  association  with 
ehildbirtho 

The  general  death  rate  was  about  the  National  Average  but 
it  is  interesting  that  out  of  the  615  deaths  almost  80?S  occurred 
in  persons  over  the  age  of  65  yearso  The  main  cause  of  death  was 
coronary  thrombosis ,  which  accounted  for  145  deaths  and  the  second 
commonest  cause  was  once  again  lung  cancer 0  I  am  sorry  to  report 
that  cancer  of  the  lung  again  increased,  and  during  the  year  36 
persons  died  of  this  disease 0  It  is  significant  that  29  of  these 
deaths  were  males  and  only  7  females*  I  would  repeat  my  warning 
that  this  disease  is  associated  with  cigarette  smoking  and  this 
probably  accounts  for  the  difference  in  the  death  rate  between  the 
sexeso  It  is  the  duty  of  parents  to  see  that  their  children  are 
aware  of  the  dangers  in  cigarette  smokingo  Five  of  the  persons 
who  died  of  cancer  of  the  lung  were  under  the  age  of  55  and  17  under 
the  age  of  65° 

Deaths  from  motor  accidents  also  increased  to  11  from  5  in 
the  preceeding  year*  Police  statistics  show  that  the  majority  of 
motor  accidents  occur  on  Saturday  nights  between  the  hours  of 
10  p0m0  and  midnight 0  This  would  seem  to  lend  strength  to  the 
wDon*t  Drink  and  Drive”  campaign0 
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Steps  to  increase  smoke  control  in  the  town  continued  during 
the  year  but  were  delayed  to  some  extent  as  it  was  necessary  to 
hold  a  Public  Inquiry  to  consider  objections  to  No02  Smoke  Control 
Area0  At  this  Inquiry  it  was  made  public  that  although  the 
atmospheric  pollution  in  Whitley  Bay  ia~ l.oy  in  the  summer  months*, 
it  rises  to  a  high  level  in  the  winter  and  in  the  months  of  December 
and  January  is  often  as  high  as  in  many  industrial  towns0  As  there 
is  a  high  proportion  of  elderly  people  in  the  Borough*,  these  persons 
are  very  susceptible  to  respiratory  diseases  and  to  the  adverse  effects 
of  atmospheric  pollution  I  am  pleased ,  therefore 9  that  the  Health 
Committee  and  the  Council  have  decided  to  go  ahead  with  their  plans 
to  extend  Smoke  Control  Orders  throughout  the  town*,  as  this  is  a 
worthwhile  public  health  measure 0 

Inspection  of  meat  at  the  slaughterhouse  continues  to  occupy 
a  large  proportion  of  the  time  of  the  public  health  inspectors  and 
increases  each  year*,  during  the  last  year  ?09000  animals  were  dealt 
with  and  of  these  9p000  had  some  part  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumpt ion0  I  am  grateful  that  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  the  Senior  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  managed  to  keep  up 
the  high  standard  of  inspection  in  spite  of  staff  shortage 0  This  is 
important  work  which  directly  protects  the  health  of  the  publiCo 

In  conclusion  1  would  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  and 
support  in  all  measures  to  improve  public  healtho

C  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  eleventh  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors9  Department <> 

Staff  shortage  was  the  most  serious  problem  to  be  met  by  the  Department 
during  1966 0  The  resignation  of  two  Public  Health  Inspectors^  representing 
50  per  cent  of  the  inspectoral  staff,  during  the  closing  weeks  of  1965  placed 
a  considerable  burden  on  your  Chief  and  your  Senior  Additional  Inspector  who9 
for  six  months  was  required  to  devote  the  whole  of  his  services  to  ensuring 
a  100  per  cent  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  at  Hxllheads  Abattoirs  This 
situation  was  very  disappointing  to  me  as  1965  had  been  the  first  year  when 
a  full  complement  of  Inspectors  had  enabled  hitherto  neglected  aspects  of 
environmental  health  to  be  tackled  only  to  deflate  suddenly  at  the  close  of 
that  yearc  The  activities  of  the  Department  recorded  in  this  Report  must  be 
studied  in  relationship  to  the  crisis  in  staffingo 

The  Council 11  s  intentions  to  introduce  a  second  smoke  control  area 
during  the  year  were  suspended  until  the  results  of  a  public  inquiry  into 
the  proposal  was  publishedo  This  decision  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  confirmed  the  area  without  modification  and  a  challenge 
now  faces  the  Department  to  try  and  recoup  the  delay  of  one  year  by 
introducing  two  smoke  control  areas  in  1967 o 

My  outlook  to  1967  is  one  of  hopefulness  that  with  staff  improvement 
we  will  make  a  realistic  impact  on  the  volume  of  public  health  work  facing 
us*  and  relief  that  we  have  survived  the  strain  and  frustrations  of  1966 0 

I  am  appreciative  of  the  close  liaison  we  have  enjoyed’  with  other 
Council  Departments  and  1  am  thankful  for  the  interest  and  support 
received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 0  The  loyalty 
and  conscientiousness  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  is  an 
important  factor  also  deserving  my  thanks  and  appreciation
